Said board of commissioners are authorized, 
with the money so borrowed, to purchase arms 
and munitions of war; and in making said pur- 
chases may, if they think proper to do so, ratify 
tho contracts for 'the purchase of arms heretofore 
made by tho Govornorof this Commonwealth and 
pay for tho same; all of which arms and muni- 
tions of war, when purchased, they shall distrib- 
ute in such a manner as they may deem best cal- 
culated to promote the general welfure and the 
public safety, under such rules and regulations a 
they may think proper to prescribe, not inconsist- 
ent With any of tho provisions of this act. But no 
partof said arms or munitions of war are to be fur- 
nished to any body of troops until they all, offi- 
cers and privates, have taken an oath, in conform- 
ity with the requisition of our constitution, to 
support the Constitution of the United States and 
the Constitution of the State of Kentucky.

stitution of this State: and any person or persons 
in said State Guards, who shall refuse to take this 
oath, shall be dismissed from the service by*the 
officer in command. And if any officer shall per- 
mit a company to be mustered into service as part 
of the Active Militia of tho State, without con- 
forming to this requisition, ho shall be deemed 
guilty of a military offense, and shall likewise be 
dismissed lrom the service, by a court-martial, 
which shall be called for that purpose. 

\ 12. The Cjotmnissioncrs appointed by this act 
before they enter upon tho discharge of their du 
ties, are required to take an oath to supp</rt the
